Musical Instrument Library, Kotel, Bulgaria 
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In this project, 20-30 budding musicians are provided with musical instruments. Social cohesion among the different ethnic groups in Kotel is 
stimulated and strengthened through the organization of music lessons and evening recitals. If the student uses the loaned musical instrument 
for three years with success, it becomes the student’s property. 

Kotel is one of the poorest regions in Europe. The instruments from the fund make it possible for these youth to take music lessons in order to 
learn the rich musical traditions of the region as well as to pass them on.

MwB supports Music Room, an organization led by Sabina Sabic, a young music teacher from Sarajevo, Bosnia and Herzegovina. The project 
provides the children of the Bjelave Orphanage in Sarajevo with music lessons. Children and youth receive instrumental music lessons and 
learn about music history, music styles and backgrounds. They also enjoy playing music together. The lessons promote better communication 
skills and creativity, building self-confidence and teaching the children and youth a work ethic. The Music Room teaching team consists of 
artists and therapists who can guide the children and support their personal development. The children at the orphanage are vulnerable young 
people. This type of project is very rare in Bosnia-Herzegovina.
